Tbe w»»d tunas. 


Tlio city treasury now contains over 


eight thousand dollars in tasb, the rev- 
enue derived from grunting licenses^ to 
sell intoxicating liquors in this oity. The 
question 
agitating 
the 
minds 
of 


many people is, ''What will the common 
council do with this money?" There 
have been many answers to (his ques- 
tion, but just what the common council 
will decide, is not Known, although they 
no doubt, will speedily find use for the 
money. 


First—by agreement with the county 


board of supervisors, fifty dollars for 
each license granted is to bo paid into the 
county treasury for the support of the 
poor." This will take about £2.000, lead- 
ing §0,000. . 


So far wo have beard ot three ways of 


disposing of this money: 


1st-That the council purchase a site 


aud lay tte foundation of a city hall, or 
city building, containing s city look-up, 
and accommodations for all the city 
offices, including Ihe city library. 


2d—That the money bo appropriated 


for the increase ot books in the public 
library. 
,_3d—That tho firo department be snp" 
plied with bettor apparatus. 


The first proposition meets with favor 


by all j people having occasion to fre- 
quently vis»t the present quarters of the 
city government. The feet that the low- 
er part of the present city buildmb is oc- 
011 pied by tho lire department, with 
horse stables, condemns the building for 
other use,—tho ammonia arising from the 
stables ptrmeates tbe entire building, 
and on warm days the upper rooms are 
made wholly unfit for UBO as public of- 
fices. This cannot easily be remedied 
aa long as tho (lower floors are occupied 
as now. It is held that by taking this 
fund this year und purchasing a site, 
there will be money left by which plans 
can bo obtained and |a foundation laid, 
and in the course ot two or three years 
a good, handsome and .commodious city 
building could be built with no burden 
of taxation upon tho people, 


The second proposition ha1) 
man 


advocutef. Tho i-nthusiastic friends of 
tho free library claim that this imount 
of money could be expended to great 
advantage iu purchasing books for the 
library, and that no better use _could be 
made ol such a fund. 


The third proposition also claims con- 


sideration and has money advocates 
Those who are best acquainted -with the 
fire department state that all tho appar_ 
atns possessed b> the cily is tbe two 
steam engines, and in order to do good 
wort, the expenditure ot at least five 
thousand dollars is required in new ap 
paratus, which of conrso includes the 
payment of tbe new hose borrowed a fsw 
weeks ago. But few people are aware of 
the disadvantage with which tbo fire de- 
partment is called upon to contend. The 
steam engines are in good order—that is 
all tho apparatus that :an be said to bo 
in good order. The hose carts nrewreoksi 
and require repairs every time they are 
used, besides they are of a pattern con- 
demned at the tirns steam was introduced 
in the fire service. A great blunder, BO 
to speak, was committed when the pres- 
ent hook and ladder truck was purchased 
Instead of piocuring a Sruok for service 
a "toy" or racing truck was obtained, 
aud the ladders, especially the long one, 
are ncCt aud unsafe for use, as will be 
publicly demonstrated on Monday even- 
ing, at the Court Street M. E. churohi 
(See notice elsewhere,) Those who are. 
in favor ot placing the department on a 


war footufg" favor the use of tbifl fund 


for the purpose. Some claim that the 
sum is too largo to expend at any one 
time; that the city, sooner or latter, will 
adopt a system of water works, and then 
we can get along without this extra out- 
lay. 
This 
is 
not so. Should the 


system of water works be completed to- 
day, all the apparatus, and just such ap- 
paratus as wo now need,would be required 
to make the water works efficient 10 case of 
fire—nothing more and nothing :OS3. 
The men in the department know this 
better than many who now take no notice 
ot th'e machinery used to: the extinguish- 
ment of fira. 


Another proposition is- brought for- 


ward—the ward funds, of all but one 
ward, and exhausted, and it ia deemed 
a wise stroke of policy to frons'er a few 
hundred dollars of this money to each 
ot tho wards, in order to keep men to 
work on tbe streets. 
This meets with 


several objections, the principle ono 
baing that it opens up a new ohanol for 
extravagant expenditures in the wards,- 
and those who claim that the city does 
not receive 25 cents on the dollar of 
the money expended for ward worki 
now insist upon standing by the mayor, 
and holding the aldermen to . the strict 
letter of tbe charter. 


All these propositions 
have been 


expressed m our hearing, and will, no 
dnubr, have some weight with the coun- 
cil in disposing of the Jiconso fund.
